Why the Needles are not under 
the Lilly and why differently laid, 


Hough the reaſon why the Needles are not put under 

the Compales inall places alike , is knowne to many , 
wee ſhal nothwith ſtanding ſet downe ſomthing conſeraing 
it for ſuch as are not aquainted with the ſame. Itis known by 
experience , that the Needle being rubbed with the load- 
ſtone points differently, to ſevcrall places to ſome places 
right north at other it moves toward th- cat, ſom where to- 
ward the weſt, as tor example by the 1f]ands Corvo, and 
Flores, being the moſt weſteily by the Elemith [lands , ncer 
Helmshuy by welt of the north Cape , by the Cape de das 
Aguilhas, 6 necr the fouth-nd of Celebes in the Eaſt-lndies. 
The needle as is points right no1th , but by weſt of the Fle- 
miſh I{lands , by calt of tze north C. nere Novo Sembla, by 
caſt of the C, das Aguilhas, along the wole Indian Sea, and 
in the Midlcland-Sca by eaſt of the Venetian Gulf , it decli- 
nes toward the welt, and by caſt of the Flemith Iflands 
weltyard from the Cabo de Bono Eſperanca; and in the 
Midleland-Sca weſtward of the Gulfof Venetia, toward the 
eaſt , out of which may be obſerved, that the declining of 
the needle is twofold , to witt from the north to the weſt , 
which wee call weſting , and from the north to the caſt, 
which wee call caſting. And each of thoſe be of two ſorts or 
kindes , to wit the caiting that makes greater and that which 
makes leſſer : and ſo likewiſe is the great-making lcfle-ma- 
king weſting. 

The caſting that makes greater and the weſting which 
makes greater, is when ther is failed toward the eaſt from 
the weſt , the which then makes greater or that and which 
makes leſler. 

To make known the ſame more largerly : we ſay on this 
wiſe : if one faile from the Iſland Coryo where the needle 
points rightnorth , toward the caſt, the needle begines to 

o more and more from the north toward the caſt , til here 
ſailed to thelenght ofthe Straight of Gibralter, whereit is 
atthe height as is fayd of 13 degrees. And that is called the 
great-making caſting , and _ on along the Midleland- 
Sea the ſame beginestoleſlen, til it cometh to the Mouth of 
the Venetian Gulf, where it waſts and coms to nought, and 
the needle apaine poynts right north , and that is called the 
eaſting that makes lefle , from thence ſayling eaſtward the 
needle begins more and more to go from the north toward 
the weſt, unto the end of the Midleland-Sca: and this isthe 
weſting that makes greater. 

And ifone could faile further toward the caſt it is thougr 
conlidently, with or the weſting did make greater or not that 
it would leflen againe, and that the needle would againe point 
right north, and then might that becaled the weſting that 


| makes leſler. 


But not to ſpeakeall that might beſayd of that, we will 
only obſerve the moſt neſcflary to our purpoſe, 

At Amſterdam the Needle declines from the north toward 
the caſt as ſom ſay , they have obſerved the ſame to be ninth 
degrees, whereof eleven makes a fourth-part of a point of 
the Compale, and therefore the Compaſmakers of theſe 
lands, putthe needles of the Compaſles about three quarters 
of aline or point caſtward from the Lilly to make them to 
point right north, In Italy althoug the Needles there do not 
point right north but by eaſt of the lame yer notwith ſtanding 
they put the needle right under the Lilly , and that perhaps 
becaulc the difference is but 'very little > or becaulc there 
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N1vioationis moſt for thecaſt, and thereby in ſom reſpe 
tomect, with the Declination the Needle hath toward the 
welt , in the caſt parts of the Midlcland-Sea, and to to take 
the midioctitic between both. Next Salines in the Iſland of 
Syprus, as fom lay , that have obſ[crvcdir, that the Needle 
declines toward the welt, 8 org degrees, that is about a 
fourth-part of a line or point ofthe Compaſe, If then wee 
would have the Lilly ot the Compaſle there to point right 
north , thn the Necdlc muſt beput threc fourth parts ot a 
pointby welt of the ſame, as1n thele Lands it is put thre four- 
thes by calt of 1t. 

Out of what hath already beene ſaid may cafily be under- 
food the reaſon why che needle in ſeveral places is put diffe- 
rently under the Roles of the Compales, to make them point 
right North. 


The Reaſon why the Mapps of 


the Midland = Sea are made without 
degrees of breadth, 


Ecauſe of the Chainge ableneſe of the pointings of the 
needle. It is unpolible, in the Mapps of the Midland- 
Sea. To lay the land evenin their breadth , or Polls hight, 


andin their right Line for this reaſon, for it is known to 
every one that is $kiled 1n the Att of Navigation that wo 
places being both of one hight lic right caſt and welt the one 
from the other : and theretore mult of neceſlit by an caſt and 
welt cours beſailed trom the one to the other, but that cannot 
bedon in the Midland-Sca. 


Inregard of the chaingcable pointing of the needle whar 
ſoever Compas isfailled by , if tnat the places be of any orcat 
diſtance the which ro make to appier wi an example , ſup. 
poſe we take to lay] from Malta caſtward , til we com tothe 
coaſt of Suria and th..t without let or hinderance to aplace of 
the ſame breadth , if we ſail by a Compas that points right 
north at that place from whence wc failed : the beginning of 
luch a Voage will be right caſt , but ailing forward , in regard 
that there we have the Increaſing weſting , the Lily wil be- 
vin morc and morc to decline trom the north towards the 
welt; andthe courſe thar we fail juſt as much from the eaſt 
to yard the norti, that when we com near Syprus , there the 
Lily will dechnc toward the welt abouta point and likewiſe 
the caſt a point towards the north: ſo that folowing ſuch a 
Compas , in ſtcad of failing cait we ſhal fail caſt and be north 
and coming to the Coaſt of Soria we hall tall much more to 
the north and to more breadth : then the delued place is.

Tocom to a more Clear underſtandingh of this by exam- 
plcs: ſuppoſe or take A, to be Malta where the needle

Like as with the great making weſting in ſayling toward 
rhe eaſt in time coms to fal more and more toward the north, 
as apears by the Compas. Juſt ſoit is alſo where we havethe

O finde out the declining of the Compas which is to 

ſay how much the Lily points by caſt or by weſt of ths 
north then ſeeke firſt the rigr north then to defern the decli-

Roſſettelies opento the Sea upon anout corner ; it is a faire Roſett;, 
and well built city, it hath four or five towers and a Caſtle lying 
on the {ide ofthe Nyl, which runneth with a great arme byit, 
and bringeth: black pa fry ar way in to Seca by all with 
markes Roſſetti is well tobe known. You lade there many dry 
dings and Indigo, Buff-Hides and Riſe and other Commodi- 
ties. Before Roflettiis a good Road , but in weſterly windes r ,,q 
it is not good lying there , but right ſouth of Roſlerti is a great at Ro- 
in Bay called de Mady or Medy, where there runneth allo ſerti 
a great Stream from another arme of the Nyl in to this Bay. 

Before this Bay lies an Ifland , behinde which is even water, 
and reaſonable good ground, and ifthat you be forced to re- 
move from Roſetti » then you may ſaile in to this Bay de Mady 
behind that foreſaid Ifland, an anchor there at 6 or 7 fathum or 
there abouts, there you lic ſafe. 

Three leagues ſouthward of Roſletti lies the Cape Be- , 
cur , between theſe two lies that forcſayd Iſland before de getur. 
Mady. 

Betwcen the cape Becur and that Iſland you may not faile 
with great ſhips , except you be very well verced thete, forit 
is very ſtoni andfoul, ſome rockes lie above , and many under 
water , the Turcks with ſmall ſhips ſometimes ſayle through 
there, but to noithward of that Ifland it is good and broad 
watcr. 

Upon the cape Becur ſtandet a caſtle called Apokera , which 
when you firſt get fight of, it is like afaile. 

From Apokera or the cape Becur to Alexandria , the Coaſt 
reachethſ. w. and by ſouth about 3 leagues , and there is high 
ground ful of trees. 

From Goſlo or the weſt end of Candia z till you come to 
Alexandria in Egypt, the cours is. e. and by caſt or more ſou- 
thcrly an hundred leagues, but from the cape de Gata , or from 
the cape Blanco in Siprus.
